BRITISH, BELGIAN AND FRENCH FORCES JOIN IN BELGIUM

LONDON, August 10.—The French, inspired by a spirit of revenge, nourished and whetted for 
forty-four years, are sweeping across Alsace-Lorraine. Reports from the Belgian minister of war, stat- 
ing that there have been enormous losses during the fighting between the French and Germans in lower 
Alsace, were received here, They stated that the Germans had lost 30,000 killed and wounded and the 
French 15,000, but it was later explained that these reports were based on unofficial advices received at 
the Belgian ministry of war. 

Meanwhile, other detachments of French and British foi-ces have arrived at or near Liege and are 
arranging with Belgian troops to meet the next onslaught by the Germans or go to meet them if the 
attack is delayed, 


PARIS, August 9.—It was officially announced that 20,000 British troops already had landed at 
Ostend, Calais and Dunkirk. They are now proceed ing toward Namur to the west of Liege on the main 
railroad line to assist the Belgians. ws 


LONDON, August 10.—Russian troops in large numbers are invading Austrian territory, coming 
through the valley of the Styr, driving back the Austrian patrols with little difficulty. Russia, through 
the Duma yesterday, arranged for a war fund of three hundred and seventy-five million dollars, 

The next great battle may be near Basel, as lar ge bodies of German and French troops and 40,000 
Austrians are within striking distance of each other cn the Swiss frontier. The Germans evacuated 
Sankt-Ludwig in Alsace and hastened to join with the Austrians near Basel. 


LONDON, August 10.—A despatch to the Daily Telegraph from Brussels says that Germany is 
mobilizing another million of men who include those of the landstrum, for the invasion of France. 


LONDON, August 9.—The admiralty has announced that one cf the cruiser squadron of the main 
fleet was attacked yesterday by German's submarines. None of the British ships were damaged. One 
German submarine was sunk. No details were given as to the place where the fighting took place. The 
submarine sunk by the British fleet was the U-15, which was built in 1912 and displaced 300 tons. She 
carried a crew cf twelve men. 

LONDON, August 9.—The Paris correspondent of the Daily Telegraph says: ‘‘The net result of the 
operations so far as is known is that the German advance has been stopped on the line of the Meuse 
and that they have been outflanked in Belgium by the advancing French masses, Similarly the Ger- 
mans are strategically outflanked by the French in road into Alsace. Thus the hostile flanks are men- 
aced and their front is seriously contracted. 

‘The arrival of the British trocps is anxiously awaited by France and Belgium in view of the 
imminence of a decisive encounter between the French and German armies.’
